ne project that became known throughout Indiana along with many other 
states was the Gold Star Honor Roll Project. It was originated in 1985 by Air. Tom 
Clark, to honor five former LC students who died while serving in the Vietnam war. 
Clark and volunteers from his U.S. History honors classes took the project around 
the state and set up their various exhibits from the previous wars that the United 
States served in such as World War I, II, Korea, and Vietnam. 

Every year over Memorial Hay weekend, the project is taken to Southlake 
Mall to be put on display. Clark and his students attended so that they could answer 
questions, give out information, and see all of the outstanding w ork they had done all 
year long. War veterans, families, and f riends of veterans attended to see pictures of 
their veteran, while some came just to observe the pictures, uniforms, documents and 
letters. Many of the people who read the letters from the veterans to their families, or 
vice versa, walked away in tears. One of the students who answered questions 
people had was junior Lyssa Lw inn. She said about the weekend. “It was beautiful to 
see how much people cared about the project and it was really sad to see how much 
the people had lost from the wars." 

Each year students participate in the Vietnam project in Clark’s class to 
track down families of Vietnam and Korean War veterans of Indiana and Illinois, 
obtaining more pictures, documents, letters, or awards to add to their displays. This 
past year the students tracked down 157 families through letters and phone conv ersa¬ 
tions. Families were also asked to be interview ed about their sons w ho served in the 
war. 

The key to the project was not only to track dow n families, but also to help 
the students understand the meanings, emotional effects and realities of w ar. Clark 
and his students through all of their hard work and dedication, will continue to help 
the Friends of the Vietnam War Memorial and will keep in touch w ith families who 
suffered losses of their lov ed ones during w artime.

During 
the school year you got 
every kind of teacher 
from the older and 
stricter ones to the 
young and Friendly 
ones. You only hoped 
to get the teachers who 
could manage to put 
your future ahead of 
theirs. 

When you had 
nearly 120 teachers at 
one school as LC did, 
you were bound to get a 
variety of teachers. 

The average 
teacher was about 44 
years old, weighed 165 
pounds, and was 5 7" . 
Glasses were often 
associated w ith teach¬ 


ers, so it was no sur¬ 
prise that many teach¬ 
ers at LC had glasses or 
contacts. Sometimes 
they wore them just For 
reading. 

LC’s average 
teacher lived in a town 
in Lake County near 
LC. The teacher went 
home to two kids. After 
a hard day’s work s/he 
then did a couple of 
hours of gradi ng. IF 
there was extra time, s/ 
he might have taken 
time to watch about a 
half hour of television 
before going to bed 
between 10 and 12 
o’clock.

A 
semester of health was 
mandatory’ along w ith 
swimming and physical 
education. But, creative 


classes were strictly’ 
elective. 

Judging by the 
numbers of creativ e classes, 
students believ ed they were 
just as beneficial if not more 
so than standard classes. 
Jared McMahan. 9. said, "I 
think it is because they can 
use their talents more." 

If the objectiv e of 
high school was to dev elop 
the minds of students and 
prepare them for college, 
creative classes were 
effectiv e. Air. Alichael 
Lewis, LC’s choir director, 
said of his choir curriculum, 
"It teaches self-discipline, 
team work, and time 
management.

3 \ number of LC 
students were affected 
by the no-D policy 
which stated a stu¬ 
dents must achieve 70 
percent or higher in a 
class in order to pass 
it. This policy began 
with the Class of 1997. 
It will follow them 
through graduation, 
eventually affecting all 
future core classes. 

Although this 
policy started with the 
intention of improving 
grades, many students 
complained it did just 
the opposite.“It's 
making me get worse 
grades,” said Tim 
Eichenos, 9. 

Others disagreed 
saying it forced 


students to try harder. 
Freshmen Center 
Assistant Principal, 
Mr. Killion, com¬ 
mented, " I think it’s 
helping students to 
reach a higher level 
(of learning).” 

Some students 
have had to repeat 
core classes in order to 
pass w ith a 70 percent. 
"I had to take summer 
school because I got a 
69 percent in English,” 
said Jason Jones, 9. 

The no-D policy 
also affected many 
athletes. “We prob¬ 
ably have lost five 
percent (of the stu¬ 
dents participating in 



sports ), ” said Mr. 
Mark Peterson, the 
athletic director. 

LC s extra¬ 
curricular policy 
demanded that at least 
five of six classes must 
be passed by athletes 
in order to participate 
in sports. Many teams 
felt the effect of the 
no-D policy through 
the number of partici¬ 
pants lost to failure 
due to the policy. 

Despite some of 
the negative response 
the no D-policy 
received from many 
students, it will 
continue following the 
Class of 1997.

oday’s teens often felt 
they lacked time to 
accomplish goals. Between 
homework, clubs, sports 
and jobs students were left 
w ondering if there were 
enough hours in a day to fit 
eveiything in.

*C claimed its share 
of the so-called “classes to 
fear," the classes that 
made "the best four years 
of our lives” miserable. 
Those fearful classes 
included physical educa¬ 
tion. sw imming, foreign 
languages, and of course, 
math. They were 
notorious for hard w ork, 
boring lectures and 
impossible tests, not to 
mention hours of home¬ 
work. 

In physical education 
students had to fear the 
physical stress of exercis¬ 
ing and building up their 
strength. And for most 
there was also the fear of 
showering in front of their 
peers for the first time. 


Many students felt 
that gym and sw imming 
should have been op¬ 
tional. They believed 
both should have been 
offered as electives rather 
than a required class. 

Lyle Bright, 9, said, “Gym 
class should not be a part 
of school curriculum.” 

Algebra, geometry, 
trigonometiy, and 
calculus were all selec¬ 
tions in the math curricu¬ 
lum. Time in these classes 
was spent learning about 
complex fractions, linear 
equations, and 
Pythagorean theorem. 
Students affected by the 
"no D policy" had an 
added reason to fear math 
class: keeping your grade 


above 70 percent in order 
to achieve mastery', which 
w as not an easy task for 
some. 

Maybe the most 
feared of all were the 
foreign language classes. 
These classes included 
Spanish, French, and 
German which could be 
taken up to four years 
each. After being 
accustomed to the English 
language for our entire 
lives, learning a new 
language could have been 
very' frustrating and 
fearful. These classes, 
contrary' to physical 
education and sw imming, 
were electives. However, 
students who planned to 
attend college needed to 


take a foreign language to 
increase their chances of 
getting accepted at the 
college of their choice. 

Nearly all students 
had a class that they 
feared some time in their 
lives. But on the flip side, 
there w ere also some 
classes that you could 
practically sleep through 
and still pass. These 
blessings helped make the 
days more bearable and 
aided a sorrowful GPA 
w hen it suffered from a 
feared class.

Central High 
School (LCHS) is located 
about 32 miles southeast of 
Chicago in St. John in 
Lake County, Indiana. This 
grade 9-12 school is part of 
the Lake Central School 
Corporation that serves St. 
John Tow nship including 
the communities of ITver, 

St. John and Schererville. 
According to figures 
published by area Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce, the 
|X)pulation of this area has 
tripled from 1970-90. This 
growth showed no change 
of slow ing down. At a time 
when most schools in 
Indiana faced declining 
enrollments, LCHS had to 
meet the needs of rapidly 
increasing numbers of 
students. Many families are 
moving to this community 
from the Hammond and 
Chicago area. Most of the 
current residents were of 
middle-upper class status, 
w ith a large population of 
tw o-income families and 
single-parent homes. 

The official enroll¬ 
ment w as 2,460 and is 
expected to increase as 


much as 30 percent in the 
next five years. Currently, 
the student population is 
92.67 percent Caucasian, 
4.98 percent Hispanic, 1.17 
percent Asian, 0.59 percent 
Black and 0.1 7 percent 
Native American. Among 
the major paths chosen 
after graduation in 1993, 65 
percent of the students 
planned to attend a 4-year 
college, 2 percent planned 
to attend a 2-year college, 
and 6 percent planned to 
enter the field of trade. 
Among the many different 
areas with courses offered 
to students were arts, 
business, home economics, 
english, foreign languages, 
industrial arts, math, 
physical education, health, 
science and social studies. 
LCHS has a 92 

percent graduation rate, 
w ith 59 percent of those 
graduates attending a 4- 
year college or university, 
39 percent attending a 
school w ith less than a four 
year program and 2 percent 
entering the militaiy.
